For the past 14 years we have operated the pool ac­ 
cordingly with the requirements as ordered by the State 
Health Officials at Harrisburg. 
To make this clear to 
all our patrons— this means carrying a chlorine residual 
of 0.2 to 0.6— using soda ash to combat any acid condi­ 
tion in the water and copper sulphate in amounts neces­ 
sary to prevent the forming of any algae. 
As stated before our records will prove that we did 
all these things each and every season w*e operated. 
Since we have been in business here, we have been 
treated very nice by all our patrons and in cooperating 
with our Health authorities, we are only doing our best 
to cooperate with any and all officials for the safety of 
the community and their families. 
Hoping this will help for the betterment of all I re­ 
main
